'GRAY MARKET 1 PROBLEM 
TOLD BY COLUMBIA HEAD

Postwar problems of the steel^scrap reservoirs have been
industiy, including tho critical 
scrap situation, gray market ac­ 
tivities, ai'ur"expOTtsr~vvui-u' dis­ 
cussed by J. Lcster Perry, Presi­ 
dent of Columbia Steel Co., U. S. 
Steel subsidiary, at a dinner 
meeting recently of the Los An- 
Kc-les Purchasing Agents Asso­ 
ciation at the Los Angeles Elks 
club.

Describing the- remarkable 
gmwth of industry in the Los 
Angeles area as "stimulating," 
Perry praised the foresight of 
business and civic leaders in 
l>rojectiiiK plans to meet the 
rapid increase in population.

The steel executive reviewed 
the steel industry's development 
)nd improvement programs. He 
pointed out that of the $500,- 
000,000 United States Steel has 
appropriated in its program, 
more than $120,000,000 is ear­ 
marked for the Western Slates.

Tho steel industry's develop 
ment programs, he said, wll 
bring steel-producing capacity 
west of the Rockies up to abou' 
3,000,000 net Ions of finished 
steel annually, or more than 
three times the 900,000 not tons 
of finished steel available be 
fore tho war.

Volume production on these 
western steel-producing facilities 
will b*c a challenge, he said. H< 
expressed confidence that now 
western markets will be 
taincd, but warned that manu 
facturers will have to be alerl 
to improving their products am 
developing new products when 
competition returns.

In speaking of the scrap situ 
ation, Ivriy pointed out thai 
millions of tons of scrap were 
Irretrievably lost in combat 01 
disposal abroad.

vealed, and it is of concern not 
only to the steel Industry, but 
to the country's economy. He 
appealed to his listeners to co­ 
operate in the problem of ga­ 
thering suitable scrap.

Regarding the gray market, 
Perry cited the amount of stool 
involved as "relatively small 
quantities," but said that despite 
this tho industry was doing 
everything in its power to pre­ 
vent the gray market in steel. 
Ho presented U. S. Steel's policy 
in operating against gray mar­ 
ket activities.

In tho m a tt e r of exports, 
Perry gave American Iron and 
Steel' Institute statistics show­ 
ing that steel exported by steel 
producers in 1!>46 and 1947 rep­ 
resented 6.5 per cent of total 
steel production. Before the war 
(dining 1937 to 1939) 7.2 per 
cent of total steel produced was 
shipped abroad by steel com­ 
panies. On tho basis of total 
steel production, producers an 
exporting proportionally 1 e 
steel today than in the immodi 
ate postwar years.

Diversion of steel to essentia 
pipelines for transporting gas 
oil and water was given b; 
Perry as one of the reason; 
which kept other consumers 
from getting as much steel as 
they would like to have. Hi 
pointed to tho serious gas am 
water shortages prevailing or 
tho West Coast and other sec 
tions of the nation as examples 
of the importance of supplying 
steel for pipelines. Steel being 
supplied foreign pipelines was 
described as "in tho interest 
tho economy of this country."

Perry said the steel industry 
and industry generally, has beei 
hampered by critical "loos< 
talk," some of it originating 
within industry itself. Ho ap 
pealed for cooperation, patience 
and a proper 1 attitude botwoei 
all members of industry. This 
will do much, he said, to 1m 
prove public attitudes toward 
industry, and halt those foices 
which benefit from tho public' 
dissatisfaction with our way o 
industritl life.
